Immediately after the accident oc- 


curred there was a call for volunteer*. 
Two hundred men responded at once, 
and. despite the great danger* rare to 
be encountered, entered upon the worV 
of'rescue. The men were divided ir.to 
relief gangs of 40 each, for the work is 
very tedious, a* tbe roof has to lx 
propped as fast a* the men work their 
wav through the debri*. 


The danger from fire and choke 


damps i* incredibly great, as the Twin 
shaft I» known to be subject to these 
gases except under favorable condi- 
tion* of ventilation. Any minute may 
thrust Ihe rescuer* Into a pocket ol 
fire-damp and result In a terrible ex- 
plosion. 


The greatest excitement prevailed 


about the mouth of the shaft all day. 
The relative* of the imprisoned men 
gathered in large number* and their 
grief was pitiable. "Oh. my poor papa." 
were the cries of anguish heard. Many 
of tbe women swooned and had to be 
carried away. Pome knelt on the wet 
ground acd prayed that their loved 
one* might be brought out alive.

That the bird pos- 
sesses a hiph order of intellipence is 
shown by the fact that homers which 
have l*-come lost in a race will frequent- 
ly return to the room in which they 
have l*en kept at tlu* starting point of 
the ipevd test.

The skull may be flat, long 
and narrow, or high, short and wiJe. 
But it must have room for the brain,
